This 
person is Stacy Dolan. 

She's dealt with weird events in the MCU 
before. She has no powers to speak of and 
she’s basically an outcast right now, much 
like Clint is. She also could learn a lot from 
him, including ways to fight that don’t always 
use guns or nightsticks. Even if she doesn’t 
join Hawkeye’s team, | think it would be nice 
to see her somewhere down the line.
